W HEREAS further and more effectual Provision ought to Preamble, 
he made for improving the sanitary Condition of Towns 
and populous Places in Ireland, and it is expedient that

be placed under one and the same local Management and Control,

being less than Thirty in the whole, or of the Board of Guardians of 
the Union in which the whole or any Part of any such City, Town, 
Borough, Parish, or Place shall be situated, Two Thirds of such 25 
Board of Guardians consenting thereto, or (if the same be situated in 
more than One Union) then of the Board of Guardians of each such 
Union, in like Manner, but (in the Case of a Petition of a Board or 
Boards of Guardians) with the Consent of the Commissioners for

the Subject of such Inquiry, by Advertisement in some One or more 
of the public Newspapers usually circulated in the Parts to which 
10 the Inquiry will relate, and by causing such Notice to be affixed on 
the Doors of the principal Churches, Chapels, public Buildings, and 
Places where public Notices are usually affixed within such Parts, and 
in such other Manner as may appear to the said Inspector to be 
necessary ; and so soon as can be after the Completion of such Inquiry 
15 he shall report in Writing to the Central Board of Health, in such 
Manner as they may direct, upon the several Matters with respect to 
which he has been directed to inquire as aforesaid, and upon any 
other Matters with respect to which he may deem it expedient to 
report for the Purposes of this Act ; and if upon such Report it appear 
20 to the said Central Board that the Boundaries which may be most 
advantageously adopted for the Purposes of this Act are not the 
same as those of the City, Town, Borough, Parish, or Place with 
respect to which Inquiry has been made, they shall cause the same or
